A THREAT TO FREE ECONOMY 


An incredible new erosion of the free enterprise 
system has been suggested by a high official of the 
U.S. Justice Department. It would come in the form 
of legislation giving the Antitrust Division power to 
curb what it calls “the monopolistic power that is cre- 
ated by advertising.” ‘ 

The idea is the creation of Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Donald P. Turner and has, according to Turner’s 
own assistant, the “implicit approval of the Attorney 
General.” It was revealed during a House subcommit- 
tee hearing on a bill to establish a Department of Con- 
sumers. : 

According to the testimony, the Justice department 
is concerned “not with advertising as an evil institu- 
tion, but certain situations in advertising where we 
think there is an unnecessary expenditure of national 
resources, merely to move the consumer dollar from 
one product to another without any substantial gain 
in information being accorded to the consumer.” 

Behind that federalese is the simple but ominous 
threat of enormous government control over advertis- 
ing; and therefore of competition in the open market. 
It is a threat the advertising and newspaper industries 
will fight strenuously. with the support of the vast 
majority of consumers who are not gulled by the ad- 
ministration’s paternalistic concern over their naivete.
